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PROSPECTIVE PLAWINGS FOR 1952. 


The Crop Reporting Board makes the following report on prospective 
plantings of certain crops for 1952, based on reports from farmers over the country 
On or about Marc.:1 regarding their Tee enttvns Or Plens for planting this spring. 

The purpose of this report is to assist farmers generally in appraising the prospectiv 
totel acrcages of various crops and making ae chenges from their earlier plans which 
may oppear desirable. The acreage of individual crops cctually planted this year may 
be larger Or smaller then March 1 intentions becouse of weather conditions, price 
chenges, the labor situation, finenes, ond the effect of this report itself on plens, 


OKLASOMS : The March 1 survey of planting intentions indicatcs further decreases 
in corn and oats acreages this year, The indiceted corn acreage of 
906,900 acres would be 12 percent less than lest yeor ona 3G percent less than the 
LoOwyucar Seka everagc. The indicated 567,000 acres of oats planted would be 30 
percent less thon last veaor and less then 1/2 the lO—ycar average. <A further sharp 
decline is tener in the barley acreage, with indicated planted acreage of 34,000 
acres, only a little over one=tenth of the l0~yver average. Intended plantings of 
ell sorghums at 1,666,000 acres is 15 percent less than last yeer's reletively large 
acreage, and 9 percent less than the lOeycar average, Finel plontings of sorghums 
could shew a wide variation from intentions, depending on moisture, abandonment of 
wheat ond other crops and other factors. Farwers hod not been apie to determine or 
make viry definite plans on March 1 with regard to peannt acreage but the survey 
showed lntentions of only 188,000 acres, 2 significant decrease from last year. Final 
plentings will depend on individual farm allotments for quota peanuts, price outlook 
of poenuts for.oil and otaer factors, Further decline in Irish potato acreage is 
indicated, but en increase is expected in sweetpotatocs from the very small acrenge 
of tais crop lest year. Further increase is indicated for Boy been acreage. The 
plented acreage tliis year has expanded from 20,000 acres in L548 to intentions of 
162,000 acres for 1952. Indicated Dro ,000 aeres of #11 hoy, including alfalfa, 
prairie and misccllancous kinds, shows nply 1 slight decrease from the acreage cut 
lest year, and .would-be 8.perccnt larger than the lOwyear average, 


UNITED STATES: Farmuers' plans for the 1952 crop season indicate relatively smell 
chenge in totel U.s. Crop acreage from 1951 acreages. For individual 
crops, however, the tendency is to snift from crops of high labor requirements to 
those of a less intensive nature. Other significant chenges may result from the 
Devertment!s production progrems, when the gonls and allotments receive the individual 
arucrs! consideratioi Soil moisture is generally satisfactory, except in parts of 
the nai ere water supplies generally promise to be the best in recent 
ee ae The 1952 plented acreage of corn is expected to be 83,928,000 acres only 
above thé 1951 plantings of 83,866,000 acres, The 1952 seedings of all 
ee fe “yl heat are expected to total 21,998,000 acres, or 1 percent less than in in 1951,
